Helen, 
wife of the erring Prince Carol, is 
the choice of Balkan diplomats at 
Lendon. Followers of “Carol in his 


own land are said to be planning an 


uprisiug in his behalf upon word of 
the present monarch'’s demise.

MARIE MAY ASSUME 


POWER IN RUMANIA. 


Paris, November 27.—Queen Marie, 
who is hurrying to tlre bedside of her 
dying husband, will assume the throne 
of Rumania in the event of King 
Ferdinand’s death, the United News 
has been told by a well-informed au- 
thority. 

The “eventual death” of the king 
was referred to by this Rumanian who 


explained that Ferdinand’s present ill- 


ness was ‘uch that he might live 
fer months.

COTTON PROBLEM 
DEBATED ON AR 


Washington, November 27.—() — 
A discussion of the cotton problem be- 


tween Secretary Jardine and a south- 
ern farmer was broadcast tonight by 
radio stations in a number of south- 
ern cities, 

Jardine and the southern planter 
appeared fictitiously, being represented 
in the radio debate by agriculture de- 
partment officials. 

The secretary’a views were that, 
while the present predicament of the 
south is due largely to overproduction, 
the remedy rests in securing the co- 
operation of bankers and merchants 
in promoting a safe farming policy. 
Production Increase. 


It was asserted that cotton produc- 
tion during recent years has increased 
from around 83,000,000 to almost 
48,000,000 acres; that with one-fourth 
less acreage than was planted last 
year, the world’s requirements for 
American cotton could be supplied. 
“We must convince the banker that 
the cotton farmer is an unsafe man to 
dv business with if he continues tv 
row cotton and little else,” Secretary 
Sardine said. “A banker or merchant 
who will not actually encourage his 
customers to grow the necessary food 
and feed required for farm and home 
use and a little of something to seil 
has adopted a short-sighted policy. 
“We must learn how to adjust pro- 
duction to market demand, But in r2- 
ducing acreage we must adjust the 
program to the circumstance of the 
individual farmer, It wou!d be un- 
wise and dangerous in most cases for 
cotton farmers to turn entirely or even 
lergely to other cash crops, but av 
farmer can go wrong by _ providing 
home-grown products, for his famiiy 
and farm livestock and have a little 
something to sell besides cotton. If 
every farmer in the south will be sure 
to do this much next year, an averaze 
of 25 per cent reduction in cotton acre- 
age will probably result. 

Cooperation Necessary. 
“The whole problem of adjusted pro- 
duction rests in the hands of the mer- 
chant and the bankers, working in 
close touch with the farmer and our 
federal and state agricultural institu- 
tions.” 

Secretary Jardine explained how the 
president's special cotton committee, 
organized to perfect a plan for tak- 
ing care of the immediate situation or 
surplus cotton sought and received 
splendid cooperation from the bankers 
of the south in the furmation of cot- 
tun credit corporations. These cred:t 
corporations are ready to make loaus 
on cotton, and then to see that the sur- 
plus is marketed in an orderly man- 
ner. They provide a means of advane- 
ing cash to the farmer who takes his 
cotton to a warehouse and receives a 
receipt for it. The corporations will 
succeed, said the secrétary, if south- 
ern farmers get behind them. 

The vital part which the ecoopera- 
tive marketing associations are des- 
tined to play in solving the proble 
was emphasized by the secretary, but 
he also stressed the necessity for more 
farmers to become members of such or- 
ganizations. 


France To Guard 
Against Attacks 
B y Fascist Bands 


Paris, 
naval movement in the Mediter- 
ranean to guard against incursions 
into French territory by irresponsible 
bands of Italian fascists was reported 
today by the arrival of four French 
destroyers and three submarines off 
Nice, on the Riviera.

according to reports from London, 
the price is 7,000,000 pone sterling.

London, November 27.—(4)—King 
George’s crown admittedly rests firm- 


ly on his brow, but it is within the 
realms of possibility that London some 
day may lose its proud position as tLe 
heart of the British empire to a 
mighty city in Canada or Australia. 

Officials at-the recent imperial con- 
ference say that the evolution of the 
British empire will continue, but they 
admit that they are sometimes bewil- 
dered at visualizing the distant future 
and the contemplated possibilities and 
developments under the new scheme 
of things that has gradually been 
growing. 

Crown Is Accepted. 

In the view of those farsighted in- 
habitants of that world famous alley 
known as Downing street the security 
of the king’s crown is considered one 
of the outstanding results of the im- 
perial conference. Men closely in‘ uch 
with those conversations point out 
that the dominion premiers argued a 
month over relations of the mother 
country to the overseas empire units, 
but the question ‘of the crown. never 
was raised, for it ia accepted as an 
institution which bas kept step with 
progress and democracy, 

.. But the dominions now virtually-are 

separate kingdoms, bound only by sen- 
timent and the common crown. ‘The 
ruling family of Windsors has equal 
responsibijity to them as to England 
and by a stretch of the imagination 
some officials go so far as to sa 
that one of the newer dominion capi- 
tals could supplant London as tLe 
center of the empire government if 
necessary. 

For instance, Canada, which in 1867 
as the first overseas dominion wanted 
to be called the kingdom of Canada, 
but was refused this name by the 
London government, might conceivably 
by the home of future monarchs of 
the empire. The Prince of Wales al- 
ready: has a ranch there which he 
dearly loves, 

Australia’s Future. 


Should the Pacifie ocean continue 
to develop at the focus of international 
affairs as the centuries roll by, Aus- 
tralia might become the heart of the 
empire. Some authorities already main- 
tain that Britain’s possessions border- 
ing the Pacific and Indian oceans 
make her as great a Pacific power as 
an Atlantic or European one. 

Such speculation admittedly is bet- 
ter adapted for novelists such as H. G. 
Wells. but the Lritish statesmen occa- 
sionally indulge their imagination on 
it. Premier Baldwin . recently said 
facetiously that future archaeologists 
might find only old gas pipes r «(i rust- 
razor blades on the site of London. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Churchill 
also drew a fanciful word pjcture of 
London in 1970. 

So likewise, the time may come 
when Macauley’s new Zealander, who 
it is said will some day sit on a’ 
broken arch of London bridge and con- 
template the ruins of St. Paul’s may 
be some future monarch of the Lrit-

No Danger, Only Inner 
Cone Erupting, Says 
ItalianSeismologist Aft- 
er Visit to Outer Crater. 


Naples, November 27.—Vesuvius, 
most famous of volcanoes, is “shopr- 


ing off for the benefit of American 
tourists.” 

Lest the laiter be alarmed by the 
black smoke, the flames and the rum- 
blings from the picturesque cone be- 
hind the placid y of Naples, Pro- 
fessor Malladra, the Italian seismolo- 
gist, has issued assurance that there 
is no danger. 

“She is merely ‘doing her stuff,’ as 
you Americans say,” reported Pro- 
fessor Malladra to the United News 
after a trip tp the slopes and a peep 
over the crater of the voleano, 

“The eruption affects the inner cra- 
ter only. here is no movement out- 
side, on the surface of the outer 
crater. The phenomenon is the re- 
sult of combustion caused by cloud- 
bursts over the summit. 

“Lava is flowing down the sides of 


the inner cone, without emission from 
the outer crust.” 

Thus was explained away what 
seemed like an imminent eruption of 
the volcano which buried Poavelt 
more than 2,000 years ago. 

Vesuvius may only have been 
“showing off for American tourists,” 
but she was making a good job of 
it, and had many natives frightened. 
A dense column of smoke poured from 
the crater, accompanied by a con- 
tinuous roaring and flashes of light. 
Naples was awakened during the night 
by the loud rumblinfg. Flames shot 
high into the air. Pebbles were 
blown from the voleanoe’s mouth and 
rained down upon the surrounding 
villages. 

Late Saturday afternoon the small 
eruption cone inside the crater became 
even more active. It emitted a cur- 
rent of molten lava which filled the 
whole northern half of the crater al- 
most to the edge. 

Some of the lava spilled over and 
ran down into “Hell -alley,” as the 
no-man’s land between’ the top of 
Vesuvius and Mount Somma is called. 

The molten lava formed a mag- 
nificent, glowing cataract a third of

Every 
Rumanian diplomat on the continent 
tonight had official dispatches from 
Bucharest denying that Ferdinand was 
dying. f 

It has been reported from Buchar- 
est that the peasants’ party and cer- 
tain military cliques merely awaited 
the king’s death to engage in a 
struggle with the existing Averescu 
government for control of Rumania.

The “rehearsal” 
concerns the composers—featured in- 
struments—and the compositions. 
Engelbert Humper- 
dinck, Edvard Grieg, Johann Strauss, 
Jr., Charles Gounod and Richard Wag- 
ner. 

Humperdinck (pronounced. Hoom- 
per-dink, accent on . first syllable), 
was oePre, architect. in Cologne 
when Fred Hiller persuaded him to 
devote himself to music. He entered 
the Cologne conservatory, studied 
harmony and composition with Hill- 
er and also studied piano and cello. 
After some four years, there followed 
a long series of scholarships and other 
prize awards. His fame still rests 
upon his one opera “Hansel and Gre- 


i tel,” which in the history of opera 


will stand as a landmark showing the 
path to new development. His power 
of specific thematic invention is limit- 
ed, but his command of technic is 
supreme, . 

Greig (pronounced Greeg), was 
started on his career by his mother, 
a woman of musical culture and gift- 
ed pianist—his first instructor. Of 
great importance in his career was 
his intimacy with the young Nor- 
wegian composer, Rickard Nordraak, 
whose premature death cut short their 
crusade, as Grieg himself wrote, 
“against the effeminate Mendelssohian- 
Gade Scandinavianism, turning witb 
enthusiasm into the» new, well-de- 
fined path along which the northern 
school is now traveling.” In an age 
of sensationalism, when many of his 
contemporaries were striving after the 
colossal at the expense ‘of form and 
euphony, Grieg clung to his ideal of 
the beautiful, never attempting any- 
thing but what he felt to be fully 
within his. power. Thus he preserved 
his individuality and proved that real 
masterpieces can be cast in the smal!l- 
er, even the smallest, forms. 

Johann Strauss’ (pronounced 
Strouss), father, though a_ tender 
parent, could not bear the idea of 
professional rivalry with the family 
and intended all three of his sons for 
business. tut the mother privately 
procured instruction on the violin and 
in composition for Johann, Jr. When 
19 years of age he threw off parental 
control, appearing as a conductor in 
a famous restaurant. His success 
was instantaneous and his new waltzes 
won wide popularity. He wrote al- 
most 500 pieces of dance music. In 
like esteem as his father was called 
“the Father of the Waltz’ the son 
was called “the Waltz King.” 

Gounod’s Work. 

Gounod (pronounced Goo-nod, em- 
phasis equal), was a great musician 
and a thorough master of instrumen- 
tation but his dramatic compositions, 
as one writer says, “seem to hover 
between mysticism and voluptuous- 
ness. The contrast between two op- 
posing principles may be traced in 
all his works, sacred and dramatic; 
in chords of his orchestra, majestic 
as those of na cathedral organ, we 
recognize the mystic-—in his soft and 
original melodies, the man of leisure. 
In a word, the lyric element predomi- 
nates in his work, too often at the 
expense of variety and dramatic 
truth.” 

Wagner (pronounced Vahg-ner, em- 
phasis on the first syllable), was an 
epoch-maker; not only did he bring 
the forms known at his time to their 
culmination, but the pointed the way 
toward the future of the music drama. 
In comprehensiveness and grandeur 
of conception, originality and boldness 
or execution, vividness of characteri- 
zation, intensity of expression and 
sustained power Wagner towers like 
a colosus above all other dramatic 
composers. He is one of those master- 
minds that belongs to no 
to no nation, whose work lives as one 
of the vital forees of civilization. 

Before going into the program, the 
new “listener” is directed to note the 
outstanding sections or instruments 
as the composers have featured them. 
To the woodwinds, Humperdinck has 
given the important part in “Hansel 
and Gretel;” in the “Peer Gynt

41 BODIES IN MINE 
MAY REMAIN LOST, 
ENGINEERS FEAR 


Ishpeming. Mich., November 27.— 
(P)—Most, if not ali of the 41 bodies 
entombed in the Barnes-Hecker mine 
inay never be recovered. This is the 
opinion of engineers who have sur- 
veyed the scene of the tragic cave-in 
of November 3, when a surface area 
collapsed and dropped into the shaft. 

Although two huge  bailers have 
been in almost constant operation the 
water in the shaft has not been low- 
ered below the top of the first level. 
Water from a radius of a mile or more 
around the mine is believed to be 
steadily seeping into the workings. 

When the earth suddenly collapsed 
about noon on November 3, it caught 
51 men without a chance for their 
lives, and took nearly every man of 
the little settlement of North Lake. 
The bodies of seven men were forced 
up to the top of the shaft by the 
surge of. the mud which buried their 
comrades. 

Three others later were recovered 
by rescue workers but the remainder 
probably are permanently entombed 
in one of the three long horizontal 
tunnels in which they were working.

date, William B. Wilson, who was sec- 
retary of labor in the Wilson admin- 
“istration. Wilson ran a surprisingly 
close race. * 

This move thus would go much 
further than the attempt to oust Vare 
because of his excessive expenditures 
in the primary as disclosed by the 
Reed committee. Ousting of Vare on 
that ground would leave the seat va- 
cant, to be filled by appointment and 
later by election of another republic- 
an. The democrats, on the other hand, 
would seek to declare Wilson the 
properly elected senator, and thus. 
gain another democratic seat.

The poem 
came and Mr. Stanton’s appreciation 
of it was shown by its appeariug at 
the head of his column.

It is likely the whole matter will be 
decided not at public sessions but by 
private negotiations between Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, British foreign 
secretary; Aristide Briand, French 
foreign minister, and Gustay Strese- 
man, all of whom will be at Geneva. 
‘Great Britain has taken the lead 
in the preliminary negotiations and 
is particulraly anxious to secure a 
settlement now which will permit her 


industrialists to go on with plans for 
cooperation with German industry 
free from fear of political disturb- 
ances. A few days ago a conference 


was held in the British war office, 
| attended by principal British military 
experts, General Clive, British mili-

At this meeting a memorandum was 
prepared containing the minimum list 
of demands which must be satisfied 
before the allied control is withdrawn. 
Every. effort was made to keep this 
document secret, but it is understood 
to contain the following principal 
points: 

(1.) Definite . legislation, subordi- 
nating the commander of the Reich- 
swehr to the minister of war, who is 
responsible to parliament. 

(2). Legislation absolutely prevent- 
ing illegal recruiting in the Reich- 
swehr. 

(3). Destruction of new forts con- 
structed by Prussia illegally and con- 
trary to the Versailles treatry. 

(4). Definite regulations preventing 
clandestine export of munitions of 
war. 

The last point is one to which the

Says Sibley 


Refuses Deportation Order 


on ‘Moral Turpitude’ Claim 
Against Dry Law Violator. 


Holding that violation of the pro- 
hibition law is not an act of moral 
turpitude in the light of present day 
thought, Federal Judge Samuel H. 
Sibley Saturday morning sustained a 
write of Habeus corpus sought by 
Nicolas Skremtti to prevent his de- 
portation to Jugo-Slavia by immigra- 
tion authorities. 

A warrant for Skremtti’s deporta- 
tion was secured upon his release 
from the Atlanta federal penitentiary, 
where he had been serving a sentence 
for alleged violation of the Harrison 
anti-narcotie act. The charge cen 
which deportation was sought, that 
Skremtti is an alien and guilty of 
moral turpitude, was based on his 
conviction on prohibition charges 
some time ago in California. 

In setting forth that “moral tur- 
pitude is an elastic term varying ac- 
cording to time and circumstance,” 
Judge Sibley said that 
eventually come a time when viola- 
tions of the yrohibition law will be 
considered so debasing as to endanger 
public morals, but “at this time we 
have not reached that high state of 
morality.” 

FoWowing the decision by Judze Sib- 
ley ordering the writ sustained and 
Skremtti discharged from custody, 
Immigration Inspector Coy kendall 
filed notice of an appeal, and bond 
for Skremtti was fixed at $1,000 
ending hearing of the appeal motion.

Atlantan Adds To Growin 


From Arthur 


Crew Inman

Two new books of verse from the 
pen of 4rthur Crew Inman have re- 
cently come from the press—a double 
event of more than passing significance 
in literary circles. They are of spe- 
ciaf interest to Atlantans through the 
fact that the author is himself a native 
of this city, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry M. Inman. 


Arthur Crew Inman has long ago 
taken his rightful place among the 
genuine creators of poetry of the mod- 
ern age. His earlier works, “Bubbles 
of Gold,” “Red Autumn” and, particu- 
uarly, “American Silhouettes,” place 
him emphatically among the secant few 
who are contributing something of gen- 
uine worth to the letters of our day. 

The new volumes are wide apart in 
the subject matter of their content. yet 
in both is recognized the strong indi- 
viduality of Mr. Inman’s style and the 
striking beauty of his word choice and 
rythmic music. 

Book of Outdoors. 

One, “Frost Fire,” published by 
Small, Maynard & Co., of Boston. is 
essentially a book of the outdoors. The 
subjects of its ivric verse are such as 
the lover of the quiet woods, the wide 
lakes, the solitary trail and the flick- 
ering campfire will understand and 
appreciate. Some of the most striking 
of .the poems included within its 
covers are “Song of the Northwest 
Wind,” “From a Coral Island,” “Tne 
Hurricane,” “‘Moonlight and Maya 
Ruins.” “The Deserted Barn.” etc. <A 
typical exampie from this collection is 


‘Bison. 


“A thousand fires on the prairie, 
The hunters are feasting tonight, 
For gone is the day’s mad tumult, 
And gone the blood-filled flight. 


“But the bison herd will thunder 
Till the night turns into day, 
For the fear of death is in them, 
And they search for far away.” 


The second of the two volumes is 
“Silhouettes Against the Sun.’ It 3s 
really a companion yolume to “Ameri- 
can Silhouettes,” continuing the vigor- 
ous pen portraits of men, women and 
conditions ia American life, writ- 
ten in virije blank verse. It is 
worthy of the earlier volume, than per. 
haps which }ittle higher praise could 
be given. There is no writer of today 
interpreting so truly and so vigorously 
the life and thought of the city dwell- 
ers as Mr. Inman. There is, in read- 
ing his work, the peculiar satisfaction 
of recognizing many of the thoughts 
that have cume to most of us, but 
which, lacking the poet's gift, we have 
let die within our own souls.

A westerner is likely to be overcome 
in translating a Turkish menu when 
he finds he is expected to partake of

“Vizier’s Fingers,” and “Noah’s Ark.” 

Compared with these, the inevitable 
“Pilu.” a staple rice dish, is simple, 
even though served in fifty-nine va- 
rieties, 

The national entree, called “Pleased 
Sultan,” dates from the time of Abdul 
Hamid II. known as the “Red Sultan” 
because of the massacres perpetrated 
under his regime. ; é 

Suffering gastronomic ennui on one 
occasion, the sultan ordered his chef 
to invent a dish that would tickle the 
royal palate. The chef, aware that his 
life hung in the balance of his ladle, 


seized an exgplant from which he made 
a sauce. This he poured over mince- 
meat cooked in oil. 

The sultan cleaned the platter and 
smiled hence the name of the dish. 
When the republic was declared, how- 
ever. the name was ordered changed 
on the restaurant menus to “Pleased 
Republic.” ; 

“Fainting Priests” is composed of 
eggplant stuffed with stone. pine nuts 
and samples of nearly every vegetable 
in the garden, the whole floating in 
a sea of olive oil. This dish owes 
its origin to the spendthrift wife of 
a Turkish priest who used a gallon of 
oil which her husband had bought for 
the winter’s use. When informed that 
invention of the dish had absorbed 
the entire stock, the priest fainted. 

“Lady's Leg” is nothing more 
dreadful than spicy meat balls fried in 
egge yolks. 

Rice balls wrapped in grape leaves 
and cooled in the enevitable oil are 
called “Stuffed Liars” because there 
is no meat within. 

“Vizier’s Fingers” are hard white 
pastries, fingershaped and commemo- 
rate the inflexible power of the former 
rulers. 

“Noah’s Ark” is Turkey's pet dessert. 
It is made of the ten imgredients, in- 
cluding cereals, nuts and raisins which 
Turkish tradition 
remaining in the ark when the waters 
subsided and threw into one dish which 
was eaten to celebrate delivery from 
ithe flood,

New Bedford, Mass., November 27. 
()—From the depths of the ocean 
south of Bermuda, have come the first 
eges of the American eel known to 
science. The discovery was made by 
a 25-year-old woman scientist, Marie 
Poland Fish, biologist of the United 
States bureau of fisheries station at 
Woods Hole, Mass., it is revealed in 
an article to ~-Slished tomorrow 
in The New Bedford Standard. Al- 
theugh. modern investigation has 
solved mug: of the baffling life story 
of the eel, all previous efforts to find 
the egz of either the common Ameri- 
can or Enropean eel have been un- 
availing. 

The discovery arose directly from 
the expedition of Dr. "Witliam Beebe to 
the Sargasso sea a year ago and has 
been rated as possibly the most scien- 
tifically important single outcome of 
the arcturus @xpedition. 

The origin of the eel has heen a 
mystery since ancient times. The in- 
ability of the early Greeks to find eels 
eggs or eels ready to spawn led them 
fo attribute their paternity to Jupiter. 
As has been established since there 
was good reason why scientists failed 
to discover eels eggs, for the common 
American and European eels are the 
only creatures known which live in 
fresh water but go to the sea to spawn. 
an exact reversal of the habits of 
many other marine creatures. 

. Mrs, Fish, larval expert of the ex- 
pedition, identified the eggs during her 
work of sorting out a m 
imens brought up in trawling on 
the vessel's return voyage. But for a 
shrimp to «which they adhered they 
never would have reached the surface 
in the quarter-inch net. ‘Lhe eggs 
were just a tenth of an inch across.

‘Faith in His Friends,

_ Was His Greatest Fault

Washington, November 27.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence.)—At a _ time 
_ when the position which the late Pres- 
‘ . ident Harding had 
in the world and 
the position he is 
to have in history 
is being revised— 
revised downward, 
unhappily—by the 
revelations of the 
trial of his Secre- 
tary of the interior, 
Albert B. Fall, on 
a charge of co- 
spiracy’ to deprive 
the country of yal- 
uable property in 
exchange for pri- 
yate gain—at such 
a time a consider- 
ation of Harding 
ean appropriately begin by quoting the 
closing words of a dispatch I wrote 
about him on January 1, 1921, and 
which was printed in the newspapers 
the following day. At that time Hard- 
ing had been elected president. was 
to be inaugurated the following March, 
and was just in the midst of select- 
ing. his cabinet. I had had a talk 
with him, and in the mood in yvsiich 
the talk left me I wrote a disj*itch 
which ended With the following: 
“Marion, Ohio, January i, 1921. 

“One of Harding's most appealing 
virtues as a human being could read- 
ily become a fatal fault in the pres- 
ident of the United Siates. It is not 
yet certain that Harding has risen 
nbove that school of politics which 
regards ‘the organization’ as a band 
of brothers, a sort of sworn frater- 

, nity of one for all and all for one. 
In that school loyalty is the highest 
virtue and to be ‘an ingrate’ is the 
deadliest sin. Whether Harding is to 
achieve the position that a distressed 
world is beckoning him to, and which 

* he has the innate qualities to fill, 
depends largely on whether he can see 
soon enough that in those more exalt- 
ed heights loyalty to persons becomes 
inferior to loyalty to colder ideals of 
service.” 

I ean reeall vividly the  circum- 
stances of the talk that gave rise to 
those words: I can reeall especially 
Harding’s use of the word “ingrate,” 
which pnt it in my mind to repeat it 
in a different connotation in my dis- 
patch. 

Harding had already chosen some 
four members of his cabinet (though 
his choices had not yet been maie 
public). Most of the four he had ce- 
termined upon had been taken from 
the circle of his immediate friends and 
the republican workers to whom he 
was under obligations. Just at that 
point, as he was about to make his 
remaining four selections, he fell into 
a mood of which he was capable, a 
sudden mood of dedication. Harding 
had those moods occasionally, and the 
oceasions came with increasing fre- 

* quency as he progressed from the 
easy-going ways of his previous ca- 
reer to a sense of the obligations of 
the presidency. In such a mood Hard- 
ing had a kind of camp-meeting fer- 
vor; so long as the mood lasted he 
was capable of nothing but the most 
exalted good} so far as his judgment 
enabled him to distinguish the most ex- 
alted good. 

In the talk that resulted in the 
passace quoted above Harding had 
spoken of the persons he had so far 
selected for bis cabinet, and then 
dwelt upon the case of one man about 
whom he was troubled. This man was 
a very active party worker of the 
older type: he was a wheel-horse of 
the national republican organization ; 
he had worked hard and spent much 
of his own money to help the Harding 
campaign; and practically everybody 
in the republican organization felt he 

”) deserved the reward of a cabinet ap- 
pointment. 

Harding knew all this, but he had 
already filled practically half his cab- 

y. inet on a political and personal basis, 
" and he had come to a state of trou- 
bling doubt. His heart at the moment 
was a battleground on which gener- 
osity and the sense of obligation to 
the organization fought with a newer 
impulse that had cume to him since 
his elevation to the presidency. In 
that troubleg mood, conducive to in- 
timate self-revelation, he said to the 
writer of this article (I quote the 
words from memory, but as they im- 
pressed themselves deeply. [ am con- 
fident they are practically literal:) 

“When got the nomination, but 

before I was elected, I thought the 
appointment of the cabinet was the 
toughest of any president's pleasures. 

I thought that was the great compen- 
sation of the office. During the cam- 
paign whenever I thought about the 

‘eabinet at all I looked forward to it 

* as the one pleasure that alone would 
repay all the toil of the campaign. 

1 looked forward to giving pleasure 
to others. I supposed that the way a 
man appointed his cabinet was to sur- 
vey the croup of his ald party friends 
and organization leaders, and to give 
ten of them the happiness of a cabinet 
appointment. I anticipated that the 
high spots of my personal satisfaction 
in being president would be the time 
when I would call up old pals. of 
mine who had been my friends for 
years and tell them they were to be 
in the cabinet.” 

At this point a kind of anguish de- 
“~ scended upon Harding’s countenance. 
_ IT remember the gesture he made. com- 

ing forward in his @bair earnestly and

O1.2 wonders what is ‘the prevailing 
mood of average Americans about the 
spectacular trials of former holders of 
high office now being held—one at 
this moment, and one tried in Octo- 
ber, and Jo be tried again in January. 
Doubtless everybody shares what 
seems to be the state of mind of: the 
Coolidge administration, which is to 
keep the machinery of prosecution in 
motion steadily, but otherwise not to 
talk a great deal about it. Probably 
the austere would pvefer that all of 
us should talk a great dear about it— 
would have uz alt feel like Jeremiahs 
a Il oraté like Old Testament proph- 
ets, saying it is a visitation of Heav- 
en upon the materialism of the age. 

The amount of public discussion is 
great, and yet is small con:pared to 
the elevation of the figure concerned 
and the quality o! unprecedentedness. 
During one hundred and thirty-five 
years no member of an American cab- 
inet was brought into a court of jus- 
tice against his will and charged with 
a crime; now, within 60 days of 
each other, there are two cases—two 
ex-members of the cabinet are tried 
for wholly separate crimes. 

One can explain the comparative 
slightness of public discussion partly 
on the ground that each of the al- 
leged crimes was peculiarly complex— 
competence to discuss them eallr for 
understanding of transactions of a 
sort with which only a few lawyers 
and business men are familiar. The 
same handicap prevents the average 
man from having conclusions of his 
own abort them=—and it is individual 
conclusions about the erimes charged 
in famous trials that give rise to the 
greater quantity and heat of popular 
discussion. 

But one wonders also if the Amer- 
ican people have the same feleing 
about these incidents that a family 
has about something unmistakably 
dreadful that hs happened within 
their circle and to some extent in- 
volved them all. The others in such 
a family do not like to talk about it. 
They know the act must have certain 
consequences in the way of trial and 
probable punishment of one sort or 
another, and they want the trial to 
be conducted competently. so as to 
end in clean justice; but they do not 
enjoy talking about it. 


A novel that appeared this’ month 
was advertised by its publishers with 
every desire to make the public under- 
stand it dealt with the Harding admin- 
istration. In that novel—as must be 
in a novel fur the sake of the literary 
principle of unity—all the crimes and 
all the dereclictions were related to 
each other, were made parts of 2 
whole. 

This idea, which in the case of the 
nevelist wis more or less forced upon 
him by the rules of fiction writing, 
was also held for a time by the dem- 
ocrats who did most of the work of 
bringing the Harding scandals’ to 
light. After the investigations hai 
gone a certain distance, when the dem- 
ocrats ran suddenly upon wires they 
had not themselves dreamed of—wires 
ihat twisted and turned in a score 
of varying directions; wires accom

ing scandals, the fact that they were 
s:parate from each other, The publi: 
which read the Daugherty trial in Oc- 
tober knows that it dealt with shares 
in a European metal company; and 
enough of the Fall case has been un- 
rolled to reveal it as dealing with oil 
fields in California. The crimes of 
Charles R. Forbes, now in the pen- 
itentiary, dealt with contracts 
building hospitals and the like. 
individual scandals had no relation to 
each other. The members of the 
Harding administration who have been 
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it helps indiet his judgment. None of 


these revelations has involvel Hard- 
ing’s integrity. But as respects his 
judgment, we had best make large 
drafts on our pity for a man now 
dead who made so large a number of 
separate mistakes in his appointments 
to -office. 


The practically universal current 
judgment about Harding is that he 
had one great defect, and describes 
that defect as excessive reliance upon 
his friends, excessive faith in his friends 


.and excessive devotion to what he re- 


garded as the obligations of friend

to the effect that friendship in_poli- 


tics is as deadly as poison. : 
This is quite true and may be all 
that needs to be said. But a com- 
plete portrait of Harding's personality 
would include some additional quali- 
ties that helped account for his trag- 
edy—and. would include also some 
qualities that were tine and good, 
There was included in Harding's 
makeup to a striking degree that trait 
of personality which causes a man to 
take on the color of his surroundings. 
In all mankind there is a. cleavage— 
as definite as the cleavage between 
blond and dark—on one side of which 
are the men who tend to merge auto- 
matically into their surroundings, and 
on the other those who stand out, 
resist the influences of local colora- 
tion. We all know men who spend a 
few months in England and come back 
with a trace of Londep accent. Com- 
monly we smile at t.@m. Often we 
visit a kind of blame upon them as 
if it were a deliberate pose. But gen- 
erally it is not deliberate: it’ is un- 
conscious, automatic. We kaow other 
me who, with equal unself-conscious- 
ness, never take on a trace of their 
surroundings. Calvin Coolidge left 
Vermont.at 18 to go to college. Phere- 
aftetr he never returned except on 
brief vacations. But to this day, after 
35 years of constant association with 
other enunciations and idioms, 
Coolidge has not dropped one of his 
“over-the-mountain” tricks of speech 
—nor adopted many new ones, 
Harding was a man who merged 
quickly—instinctively, automatically— 
into the color of his surroundings, in- 
cluding his mental and moral sur- 
roundings. Wher Harding was in the 
company of the better members of his 
cabinet—and at least three of his 
cabinet were as high as the best the 
country has ever had—when Harding 
was with then) he fell in with their 
judgments. purposes, processes of 
thought. He did it as naturally as he 
did anything else. To be sure, it was 
a strain on him, and after prolonged 
session with the superior in his cabi- 
net he was likely to turn instinctively 
to the relief of the sort of surround- 
ings which had been familiar to him 
from his youth, the easy-going, rather 
slovenly. slightly coarse atmosphere 
of the crowd in a small Ohio town. 
Once, when Harding went on a vaca- 
tion with four of his 
associates, the late Senater Knox,. of 


Pennsylvania, who had a keen tongue, 


said “he is taking them with him 
because he wants complete mental re- 
laxation.” 

In speaking of this kind of tempera- 
ment we'sometimes draft for the pur- 
pose of comparison a lowly vertebrate, 
the chameleon. The chameleon in -he 
history of the world has suffered an 
undeserved odium. The chameleon is 
no more to be blamed for his nature 
than any other animal. We speak of 
him as if he changed his color inten- 
tionally by conscious act of his mind 
with deliberate purpose to mislead. 
But that is unfair. A chameleon takes 
on the color of his surroundings as 
naturally, as unconsciously and with 
no greater malevolence of purpose than 
a terrier flashes after a rat or a cow 
vives milk. That current jol¢ about 
the fate of a chameleon who found 
himself on a multi-colored Scotch plaid 
is a fairly close analogy to Harding 
in the many-hued surroundings and

- To explain how Harding came to be 
a candidate: At that time Harry 
Daugherty had control of the republie- 
an organization in Ohio and his cdv- 
trol was menaced. In that 1920 race 
for the republican presidential nomi- 
nation, General Leonard Wood was 
a candidate. Wood, undertaking to 
carry Ohio, made an alliance with a 
local Ohio leader who was a rival and 
an enemy of Daugherty. It seemed 
certain Wood would carry the state. 
and if he did Daugherty’s enemy would 
be in control of Ohio—Daugherty 
would be out. Daugherty went to 
Harding and told him he must. run 
for the presidéntial nomination, but 
only for the purpose of carrying Ohio 
as a favorite son—keeping it away 
from Wood and keeping the organiza- 
tion in Daugherty’s hands, Harding 
did not want to run even for that lim- 
ited purpose, but Daugherty reminded 
him of his obligations to him, Daugh- 
erty.

' THE CHIEF COMPLAINT. 
From years of experience in this 
game I find there are a great many 


people who have some complaint or 
other but do not know how to tell 
about it. They are anxious to com- 
plain, but net knowing what to com 
plain about they compromise by com 
plaining abovt my lack of sympathy, 
sarcasm, lack of dignity, or some such 
thing aside. They behave like the 
landlord, who, nailing the luckless 
tenant on rent day, begins the inter- 
view by remarking that the weather 
is unsettled, when all the time, of 
course, he is thinking of the rent, Il 
really bélieve that accouuts for a good 
share of the complaints that come ip 
about my treatment of our customers 

A lot of these folk with complaints 
inexpressible eagerly watch the testi- 
monials and quack literature (includ- 
ing. I blushingly admit, an occasional 
slip of my own) until they come across 
a ready-made description which seems 
to fit the case, and armed with the 
fatal clipping they enter upon a hunt 
for a treatment which purports to be- 
long with the ensemble. This is the 
origin of a yast number of cases of 
“impure blood,” “autointoxication,” 
“female complaint,” ‘“neurasthenia.” 
“uric acid trouble,” “neuritis,” “torpid 
liver,” “nervous debility.” 

It doesn’t require a very good pic- 
ture of a real or imaginary ailment 
to suit these inarticulate customers. 
Mention any half dozen symptoms 
and. you are fairly certain to “hit” a 
vast number of “cases.” It is like 
the success of the artist who painted 
a camel running in the desert, only 
to hear the picture praived as a won- 
derfully realistic storm at sea. ‘ 

Next to the loquacious old maid 
with nervous protestation I ean cou- 
ceive nothing more frightful for 
well-meaning doctor than a_ patien’ 
coming with a written or printed com- 
plaint. So I sheuld earnestly advise 
all customers who cherish clippings 
which describe their case better than 
they can do it themselves, to concea: 
the clippings from the doctor at all 
costs. ‘It would be better to spend 
several evenings committing the de- 
scription to heart until one is letter- 
perfect, and then another evening or 
two.for practice in reeling it off, in 
order that it may seem sponfanevus.

Question and Answers 


BY DEL LYON, 
Of Lyon and King. 
Question—My set has developed an 


ailment which persists in expressing 
itself by a high-pitched whistle. The 
tubes are a month old and have been 
tested, The “B” batteries are new 
and the storage battery registers a 
full charge. The set is equipped with 
a power tube and the necessary ex- 
tra batteries. The “C” battery has 
been in the circuit for seven months, 
but a dealer tells me that there is no 
drain on this battery and that it wili 
serve its purpose for at least a year. I 
wish you could help me find this an- 
noyance.—R. 

Answer—It is true that the voltage 
drop in a “C”’ battery is not caused 
by the drain but upon its age; how- 
ever, it is a good plan in connection 
with the audio amplifier unit to always 
change the “C’’ battery when the “B” 
battery is replaced. A “C’’ battery 
does not have to have a targe voltage 
drop before it becomes inefficient in 
the performance of its duty. In many 
instances when a “C”’ battery is run 
down distortion will result and a whis- 
tle will be heard. Ifthe whistle 
is only present on certain wave lengths 
it may be caused by the waves of two 
stations interacting. causing a bect 
note which sounds like the whistle of 

a peanut stand as it waxes and wanes.

This seems 
to be especially tra® in regenerative 
sets. It greatliy tmproves§ the vol- 
ume and resistance range of sets in 
which it works without the annoying 
sound.

“The proposition resolves itself into 
this question: ‘Are radio — stations 
broadcasting to create good will by 
good programs or to bore local list- 
eners and please DX hunters, who 
want to have as complete log as pos- 
sible? a 

“If you have been listening to any 
of the latest efforts to improve radio 
programs on the part of some broad- 
casters, you may have heard what is 
known as a ‘continuity’ program, that 
is, one where the musie and announc- 
ing for a certain period are devoted 
to the putting over of an idea, 

“For instance, a half-hour may be 
used to carry ont the idea of a musi- 
cal journey through Scotland. A 
story woven in by the announcer 
takes the listener on an imaginary 
trip to various interesting parts of 
Scotland and appropriate music is 
introduced. It is very obvious that 
for the announcer to break in before 
ana after each number with his cus- 
tomary ‘spiel’ would ruin the continui- 
ty and the earrying out of the idea so 
far as interested listeners are con- 
cerned, 

“Likewise, when stations broadcast 
plays, operettas, snusieal shows, ete., 
they cannot afford to he continually 
announcing the call letters. 

“Who are to he considered first— 
the listeners who know what station 
they are getting and can get it well 
enough to listen through and enjoy 
a program, or the DX hounds, who 
eouldn’t (and wouldn't) listen through 
a good program, and who imagine 
all that broadeasting is for is to en- 
able them to catch eall letters and 
log new stations? 

“Understand, I am not talking in 
this letter about ordinary ‘hodgepodg 
programs, Which, have heen put on 
since the establishment of telephone 
radio stations. By all means, let 
the announcer give all his ‘stuff’ 
before and after each number when 
such programs are put on the air. 
He is the jov of the radio ‘golfers.’ 
even though he does make his local 
audience pretty disgusted at times. 

“IT submit these few ideas for your 
consideration and discussion. As for 
me, IT am for those broadeasters who 
announcements 
in favor of really improved programs. 
W hat do you say?

Siekeatt born in Hamburg (1833), 
received his first musical instruction 
from his father. In 1862 he went to 
Vienna which hecame his second home. 
He died there in 1897. Brahms’ work 
is rich in deep, true feeling. His art 
of rhythm is regarded as a continua- 
tion of that of Beetljoven. 

Bach (1685-1750) represented by 
his famous “Air on the G String” and 
“Gavotie in E,” wrote organ musie 
in every form, brought the art of 
fugue to its highest perfection, revo- 
lutionized the technique of keyboard 
instruments by first bringing into 
equal play the little finger and thumb, 
used his influence in “favor of the 
harmonic system as opposed to the 
church modes; composed chamber 
music in all varieties, The gavotte is 
a lively reund dance which probably 
originated in Dauphine. 

“The Policeman and the Nurse- 
maid” is the work of the American 
composer, John Alden Carpenter, born 
at Park Ridge, Ill., 1876. Graduated 
he studied music with 
Bernard Ziebn and Sir Edward Elgar. 
His works include the orchestral suite, 
“Adventtres in a Perambulator,” the 
ballet-pantomime, “The Birthday of 
the Infanta,” three song cycles, and 
numerous songs and piano pieces. 

“Siegfried and the Forest Bird” is 
from the second act of “Siegfried’’ 
parts of which Mr. Damrosch played 
during Balkite’ Hour last Saturday 
evening. Siegfried, having killed the 
dragon, is burned bv a drop of its 
blood on his hand. Putting his hand 
to his mouth. he is astonished to find 
that the taste of the dragon's blood 
has enabled him to understand the 
language of the birds. One of them 
then tells him to enter the cave and 
take the ring. 

“Rakoczy March” is the Hungarian 
national air, named for Prince Fran- 
cis Rakoczy, who led the revolt against 
Austria. It is of uncertain authorship 
but has been set by many composers, 
notably by Berlioz who developed the 
resources of the orchestra so largely 
as to be called the “Father of mod-

‘MIKE’ TO ‘PICK UP’ 
NEW YORK CARILLON 


In broadcasting the carillon of the 
Park Avenue Baptist church at 7 
o'clock Sunday night, November 28, 
t! >» engineers of station WJZ will use 
what they call “a remote microphone.” 
Remote control is an old phrase in 
broadeasting circles, but ‘‘remote mi- 
crophone” seems to be a new phrase 
coined by the engineers to express 
the system used in this particular fea- 
ture of the Sunday night broadcast. 
| In testing for the pickup of the 
carillon, it was found that the sound 
made by the bells was so intense that 
if the microphone was placed within 
50 feet of the carillon, each time the 
clapper struck one of the belis the 
microphone would blast, On the other 
hand, when the microphone was placed 
far enough away from the bells to 
avoid the blasting factor, noises from 
the street entered the microphone. 

The horns of passing motor cars, 
the traffic officer's whistle, the 
gongs of passing streetcars and 
elevated trains and other extraneous 
sounds mixed in with the music of the 
carillon. The problem seemed to be 
without solution until someone con- 
ceived the idea of “reflected sound 
waves.” 

By placing the microphone in a 
certain position, facing a brick wall, 
it was found that the noises of the 
street were shut off, but the sound 
waves coming from the carillon, re- 
flected from the brick wall, were soft- 
ened just enough to prevent blasting. 
To express this novel means of broad- 


cast pickup, the engineers of WJZe 
eoined the phrase “remote  micro- 
phone.”

The task resolved itself into a mate 
ter of elimination which usually ree 


tically equal ability being left for 
each position. 


To make the selection from this last 
group of two or three men it was 
nece-sary to depend on personal ob- 
servation which meant, in our case, 
that perhaps some very able men 
whom we have not seen play were 
left off our composite team. 

This is not by way of an apology, 
but rather an explanation of the man- 
ner in which The Constitution’s all- 
southern team was seziected. We have 
no apolugy to make in any case bee. 
cause our idea of an all-southern, 
all-Ainerican or any other kind of an 
“all” team is an aggregation of men 
who when grouped together on pa- 


per, show sufficient potential strength 

to form an unbeatable combination in 

this or that conference or nation. 
Personal Observation. 

In view of the fact thac we had 
not seen all the teams in the con- 
ference play this season but were able 
to select a team from the leading 
teams of the conference whom we had 
seen play we decided to do just that. 

There may be individuals on the 
teams which we have not seen play 
who could well replaced some menm- 
bers of The Constitution team, but 
we chose to stay within the limits 
of personal observation on the first 
team selection where:the light of rea- 
son- rather than second-hand opinion 
could be brought to bear. 

It is entirely possible, and this 


season it was true, that two or three 
men may possess absolutely equal 
ability at one certain position In so 
far as sideline observation can deter- 
mine. Jn this ease it was our policy 
to select the man for the position 
from the team which had the best 
record. This is particularly true in 
the line where each position is but 
one unit of a closely. knit machine, 

With this explanation to pave the 
way we hereby submit our all-southern 
team selections with a more or less 
detailed bit of comisent on each man 
‘and his qualifications:

Soldiers’ Field, Chicago, November 27.—The battering ram of the 
Army and the Navy’s fleet destroyers reached an impasse today. 
Fighting furiously for every inch, the gridiron warriors from West 
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line at the opening 
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. Point and Annapolis battled to a 21-to-21 tie, while a record-breaking 


throng of more than 100,000 who jammed into Soldiers’ field saw the 
tides of fortune change continually. 


Quick-eyed and alert, Sprague, the 
Army left tackle, pounced upon a 
fumble on the middies’ 5-yard line, 


- scooped up the ball and staggered 


across the goal line. 

Again the third quarter, the score 
knotted, 14 to 14, Cagle squirmed 
through tackle, dodged two secondary 
defense men while his teammates 
were taking out others, stiff-armed 
another Navy back and ran 45 yards 


' for a touchdown. 


But a stubborn Navy team refused 
to be beaten. It had been in a simi- 
Jar situation twice before. Coming 
into the final period seven points be- 
-hind, the Annapolis galaxy scintillated 
as the players tore through for an- 
other touchdown, 

A hushed crowd looked on while 
Hamilton booted the ball over for the 
tying point. 

See-Saw Contest. 

Such a thrilling scessaw contest 
rarely has been witnessed. 

The result brought a slight blemish 
to the Naty’s football record. Victo- 
rious throughout a remarkable season 
in which it had met sterling oppo- 
nents, the future naval officers had 
hoped to lay claim to the national 
championship. When, between halves, 
it was announced that Notre Dame, 
the only other .unbeaten or untied 
team of merit east of the Mississippi, 
had been conquered by Carnegie Tech, 
the Annapolis gridders put added en- 
wih ‘4 into their drives. 

ut the Army, too, was determined, 
alert and brilliant. 

Although the teams left the field 
somewhat dissatisfied, both found con- 
But not since 
the first service game in 1880 had the 
Navy scored more than 186 points 
against its traditional rivals, and not 
since 1913 had the Army been able 


‘to roll up such a large score. 


No Difficulty. 


Before the game had progressed 10 
minutes, it seemed that the fleet backs 
of the Navy would smother their op- 
position without the slightest diffi- 
culty. 

After the warriors from West Point 
failed to gain, Trapnell punted to 
Hannegan, who ran the ball back to 
Navy's 45-yard line. Then came the 
first break. Army was penalized for 
interference on an attempted forward 
pass and Navy had the ball on Army’s 
45-yard line. 

Hamilton shot off tackle for nine 
yards, them forward passed to Hard- 
wick for five more. Schuber, who 
started in place of Shapley, shot a 
pass to Hardwick, who wriggled to 
the Army 2-yard line. 
smashes, brilliant Caldwell gave Navy 
its first touchdown against the Army 
since 1922. 

From then until the end of the 
quarter the Navy backs struck the 
Army line, skirting tackle, smashing 
through center, bowling over guards. 
The period ended with the ball on 
West Point's 27-yard line. 

Guns Swung Again. 

The midshipmen swung their pow- 
erful Guns into action once more. Re- 
freshed by the two-minute rest, Shuber 
and Caldwell ran rings around the 
Army line from tackle to tackle, avoid- 
ing the cagey ends, and bringing the 
ball to Army’s seven-yard line. The 
pair added five more on line plunges 
then, with the ends drawn in, Schuber 
skirted the left side of the line for 
the second touchdown. | 

Hamilton again dropkicked for th« 
extra point. 

Then the Army opened up. 

’ Taking the ball on his own 20- 
yard line, Lighthorse Wilson dashe«! 
around right end while his interfer- 
ence swarmed about him and made 3 


yards before being dropped. 


Murrell plunged through the center 
of the Itme to Navy's 33-yard line. 
Cagle added 20. by eluding the righc 
end apd Wilson split the Navy line 
in two as he dashed over for a touch-

The Army stands had been glum 
until thig time.

Army Gets Break. 

The teams battled each other to a 
standstill for the next three minutes 
when the first big Army break cam».

Instead of abolishing the jump shift the rules committee 
passed a rule requiring a full two-second stop on the line of 
scrimmage before the ball is snapped and after the shift. 


Needless to say, the rule will mean the death of the jump shift if 
the rule is enforced, and if the rule is not enforced its passage is sheer 


I 


The great asset of the jump shift Hes in the masking of 
formations which are evolved from the shift and it is apparent 
that 2 two-second stop on the line of scrimmage would reveal 
to the opposition every formation and leave them open to pre- 
pare defense. 3 . 


If the rule does result in the abolition of the jump shift it may 
have many effects. First, it will slow up the game by necessitating fewer 
deceptive formations. That will be an evil. On the other hand, how- 
ever, it may result in more double and triple passes and fake plays as 
substitutes for the deception of the shift. 


If coaches do turn to triple passes and hidden ball tricks 

to offset the loss of the shift it msy result in more fumbles 

and therefore ragged football. They may also turn to more pass- 

ing as a panacen for the ills ot the game after the shiftehas 
gone the way of all flesh. # 


It ts our opinion from first observation that the abolition of the 
shift will wreak havoc with the game, but time will tell. It may result 
in the recalling of the old “‘army game,” or it may result in a more intri- 
cate, deceptive game from start to finish. If the latter proves to be the 
case we will change our opinion, but it seems certain now that a mistake 
has been made.

FROM COAST

Several capable fullbacks have been 
developed on the Pacific coast durirg 
the past few years and have claimed 
atfention and recognition throughout 
the United States. Probably . fore- 
most among them can be considered 
Ernie Nevers, Stanford fullback for 
the past three years, and “Duke’’ Mor- 
rison, a member of California's wonder 
teams of 1920, ’21 and ’22, under the 
regime of Andy Smith, as football 


coach, 

Morrison was the line-plunging type 
of fullback and was particularly val- 
uable as an offensive player. He 
carried the ball well, started fast and 
kept his head up going through the 
line, allowing him to gain many yards. 
His high knee action and powerfu! 
straight forward drive, coupled with 
his aggressiveness made it extremely 
difficult for an opposing player to 
prevent him from gaining yards by 
tackling him behind the line of scrim- 
mage. It is essential that a good 
offensive fullback possess these requi- 
sites for the necessary power to mahe 
several yards gain when he is called 
upon. These outstanding qualities 
are what made Morrison an exception- 
al offensive fullback and a mainstav 
of th California varsity football 
teams. 

Although also possessed with the 
requisites ot an offensive fullback, 
Nevers was probably more outstanding 
as a defensive man. Few plays came 
through the Stanford lines of ’23, ’2- 
anc °25 that Nevers didn’t stop with 
little gains Nevers had the knack 
of determining and figuring out the 
plays of his opponents, one of the most 
valuable requisifes of a good defensive 
fullback. He was always conscious 
of the downs, the yards to gain az.

ENGINEER DEFENDS 
TOWERING BUILDINGS 


, F. T. H. Bacon, consulting building 
engineer of New York, in discussing 
the debate which has been going on 
lately about skyscrapers, stated that 
it is inconceivable that any direct 
steps would be taken to limit their 
height. 

“The authorities who are advocating 
such a step,” he said, “are trying to 
blame the skyscraper for making 
progress. That is what their attacks 
actually come down to. 

“It is true that if high buildings 
did not bring huge populations to 
ceratin neighborhoods, there would be 
no congestion; but by the same token 
there would be no progress. Transit 
and traffie and planning authorities 
should anticipate the needs invoked 
by skyscrapers, \ut it would be silly 
to try to prevent congestion by cut- 
ting down on space facilities. 

“There is a traffic problem with- 
in skyscrapers as well as outside. 

he task of transporting tenants to 
and from their offices within the 
‘building «is a very real traffic prob- 
lem. It: is intelligently met by antici- 
pating requirements. 

“I do not pesonally believe that our 
buildings are going to greater than 
present heights in the very near fu- 
ture. But that is true simply because 
it will not pay to build them higher, 
except in isolated cases, However, .to 
arbitrarily limit them to, say, 10 sto- 
ries, would be disastrous to realty val- 
nes without any decided recompense 
in relieving congestion. 

“It seems to me that most of the 
owners, archifects and engineers who 
are largely responsible for the devel- 
opment of the skyscraper period have 
been rather meek under the attacks 
made on the skyscraper. More spokes- 
men like Harvey W. Corbett are need- 
ed. Rather than having created new 
troubles, the skyscrapers have, on the 
contrary, solved some existing ones. 
They have at the very least supplied 
comfortable, adequate, healthful home 
and business space: if a traffic con- 
gestion follows in their path of prog- 
ress, it can be solved by the same sort 
of planning which skyscraper build- 
ers give to their elevator problems.” 

In all discussions pro and con about 
the skyscraper, the automobile seems 
to be inextricably linked. Speaking on 
that phase of the problem, Mr. Bacon 
said: 

“The automobile puzzle has con- 
siderable to do with skyscrapers, 
though I am sure any seven or eight- 
story department store draws more 
traffic to a given point in a day than 
a 80-story office building does in a 
week, There is no reason why sky- 
scrapers of the future should not pro- 
vide adequate garage space within 
their own walls. That will help solve 
the parking problem at any rate.’

Monmouth, The intense heat. the wild 
excitement, and the physical exertion 
made the soldiers abnormally thirsty. 
Many fainted, and’ many di.d from 
lack of water. Sizing up the situa 
tion, Mary grabbed a pitcher and _ be- 
gan carrying water to the boys at 
the front from a nearby well. Her 
constant rushing back and forth with 
a pitcher in hers hand. gave rise to 
her nick-name, “Molly Pite ther,” which 
has become a famous name in Ameri- 
fan history. The water-carrving epi- 
sode. dispite its bravery, was not the 
accomplishment that made Mary Hays 
our greatest war beroine. While scur- 
rving from the well with a briming 
pitcher of water she was horrified to 
see her husband fall to the ground! 
There being no one left to load the 
cannon to which he was assigned, the 
officer in command ordered its re 
moval. But it was not removed! 
Mary cast her pitcher aside and took 
her husband's place. She knew how 
to load a cannon as well as any man 
in the army. With sweat streaming 
down her rosy cheeks, she ram-rodded 
that cannon until the battle was won.

RETURNS. 


The W. C. T. U. is pleased that the 
eountry eleeted 35 senators, all dry 
but nine; and of the 435 members of 
the house 206 have dry records. Mas- 
sachusetts elected a bone dry gover- 
nor and New. York’s senatorial clee- 
tion is a tremendous blow to near- 
sighted republicans who want to 
pledge the G. O. P. to the wets. 

New York state, Chicago, Ill, and 
San Francisco remain wet, but with 
reduced chances of influencing nation- 
al legislation. The results of the ref- 
erendum in New York, Illinois, Wis- 
consia and Nevada cannot be account- 
ed in any sense as dry defeats or wet 
victories. These referenda were no 
more legally binding than straw bal- 
lots, therefore they were largely ig- 
nored by the drys. 

Missouri, California, Colorado and 
Montana were the only states with a 
legal referendum on the liquor laws 
and in the first three states the dry 
majorities were enormous. Montana 
alone repealing the state laws. Boot- 
leggers and moonshiners may now op- 
in Montana without interfer- 
ence by the police, and the nation 
now has the spectacle of a state with- 
out a penalty even for selling liquor 
to minors,

State School Superintendent 
W rites Article on Arbor Day 


BY FORT E. LAND 


State Superintendent of Schools. 

For several vears Arbor and Bird 
day has been eglebrated in the schoals 
of the state on the first Friday of De- 
cember. Through these celebrations 
many of our school children have been 
impressed with the value of our for- 
ests and the need for conservation. As 
the forests are diminished each year 
the importance of this subject forces 
itself upon the attention of all teach- 
ers and others who are interested in 
the future welfare of the state and 


' nation. 


Our trees are cut out of our forests 
indiscriminately without regard to 
size and to the destruction of the 
young timber upon which we must 
depend for our future supply. Forest 
fires are started generally through 
carelessness and allowed to continue 
through negligence until the total an- 
nual loss becomes a severe drain upon 
this natural resource and greatly re- 
duces the national wealth. The last 
annual figures available show that 
29,000,000 acres were swept by flames 
in 1924. It is estimated that. it 
would cost $300,000,000 to reforest 


this burned-over land and that it 
| would take almost 300 years to ac- 
;}complish it at the rate we are now 
| going.

It is not enough that one or two 
days out of a year should be devoted 
to a study of forestry and its great 
importance in the life of our people. 
‘In the thought of the American peo- 
ple, American Forest week should be 
every week because there is nothing 
cleser to our national well-being than 
the forests and their products. Every 
boy and girl in the schools should be 
so taught that a proper valuation will 
be placed not only upon the woods, 
but upon each individual tree which 
furnishes shade for the tired traveler, 
fruit for the table and wood to supply 
man’s thousands of needs, whether in 
lowly hut or the lordly mansion. 

It is estimated that there are at 
least 200,000 known kinds of insects 
which attack trees and these insects 
are constantly at work destroying 
leaves, the bark, the very life-blood 
of the tree, as well as the very heart 
itself. It is estimated that the loss 
occasioned by the attacks of insects 
upon the trees of our forests is over 
$100,000,000 a year. Some experts 
are of the opinion that the loss due 
to the ravage of insects is far greater 
than the loss due to forest fires. If 
left alone at their work these.insects 
are able to destroy thousands of 
acres of valuable forests in one year. 
Fortunately we have a great balance 
in nature and our friends, the birds, 
are enlisted to check the ravages 
which the insect pests are constantly 
making upon our friends, the trees. 
It is estimated that one small bird 
will destroy from five to ten thou- 
sand insects per day. The protec- 
tion, therefore, of our bird life be- 
comes a great part of the conserva- 
tion work which can be carried on by 
the boys and girls in®%»ur schools. In 
the words of Dr. John M. Clark: 

“Suppose we had no birds—suppose 
that these blessings which brighten 
as they take their flight in the au- 
tumn never came back. You would 
miss their happy welcome of the 
spring, no doubt, their — co! ors 
among the trees and all the familiar 
everyday acquaintance which makes 
the summer summer. But it would 
mean more than that. Should they 
stay away, your orchards would be 
stripped bare of leaves and fruit, your 
fields of grain would droop, withered 
and hopeless, the forests would turn 
to tangles of naked boughs, there 
would be no grass in the fields, no

Forestry belongs to everyone, even 
the smallest child can be of help to 


some extent in the big work America | 


has before her, the proper care of 


and placement of trees. 

Someone has said that every child 
by the time he is 12 years old should 
have planted and care for the growth 
of a tree, Think what it would mean 
if every child in the United States 


each year. Aside from the valuable 
work of protecting the tree and re- 
placing the trees_that are lost each 
year by the ravages of insects, dis- 
ease, or forest fires, there are many 
valuable lessons which may be tanght 
our children in tree planting, includ- 
ing the gathering of seefl, preparation 
of the seed bed, sprinkling the seed, 
seed planting, keeping records, trans- 
planting and tabulations through ob- 
servation from week to week. This 
work can be so correlated with other 
phases of school work that nothing 
will be lost, but rather much gained. 
Planting trees is an act that takes 
hold of a person in such a way that 
once a start is made an interest is 
created which is held to that project, 
A child is naturally inspired and in- 
terested when he is given a real con- 
structive idea or plan to work through. 
An animal or a living object like a 
tree—anything that grows—usually 
interests a child. Whenever a child 
of school age is given the opportunity 
to have a part in a live subject he 
will take to it of his own volition. 


Georgia’s Demonstration. 


The first cooperative reforest dem- 
monstration ever held in the south 
was made in Georgia some four years 
ago under the direction of Dr. Mat- 
toon, of the United States forest 7 
service, in cooperation with the voca- 
tional agriculture class in the Winter- 
ville High school, Clark county. 


Slash pines were set out by boys in | 


the agriculture class and since that 
time a number of vocational agricul- 
tural classes in Georgia have con- 
ducted similar demonstrations. 
each case the boys have set out an 
acre or more of pine seedlings. In 
some instances the trees were fur- 
nished by the United States forestry 
service and in some cases they were 
secured by the boys locally. Also seed 
were planted by the boys in a great 
many schedls. As a part of the 
course of instruction in agriculture the 
teachers are now asked to conduct 
exercises and field trips, not only in 
planting the trees, but also in teach- 
ing a proper care of the woodland 
about their home.

In four years the United States 
census wil] be taken. Within this 
period of time, the clubwomen of Geor- 


gia through their united efforts are 
going to put.forth every effort to 
abolish illitera¢y. Georgia’s name has 
been defamed py her illiterate popula- 
tion, including both white and black. 
Now is the time for the women of 
Georgia to come to the front with 
the greatest work in their history 
that will mean the salvation of our 
state from the curse that is bearing 
upon our people so heavily at present. 
There is no excuse for illiterates in 
this state. Georgia spends annually 
$17,000,000 on common schools, The 
citizens of Georgia not only have the 
right, but they are invested with the 
power to force children to attend 
school through the school age. At this 
point is where the clubwomen may 
take a definite stand, i. e. to support 
the attendance officers and school 
boards in every county and city in 
sending the children to school. These 
men need the moral support of the 
intelligent people of our state. ‘The 
power of public opinion will make 
the delinquent parents send their 
children to school. 
No Provision Made. 


The state legislature makes no pro- 
vision of funds for Georgia, and 
neither does the Georgia Federation 
of Women’s c*ubs. Hence, this work 
will have to be handled by county 
and city appropriations, and chari- 
table teachers. It is our duty as 
christian citizens “to do unto the 
least of these’ for Christ and humani- 
ty’s sake. Army tests for the world 
war showed that 249 in every 1,000 
soldiers. or 24.9 per cent were unable 
to read ordinar, English or write 
a letter home. 700,000 soldiers sign- 
ed X in the war draft. 

In 1920 there were 5,000,000 Amer- 
icans over the age of 10 who could 
not write and 2,000,000 of them were 
“erown ups.” In 1920 the Georgia 
census showed tiat the percentage of 
illiteracy in the whole population of 
Georgia above ten years of age was 
15.3 per cent. What does this mean 
te each of us if illiteracy is not curb- 
el? It simply means that as they as- 
sume the heads of farhilies. they will 
not know their responsibilities. As 
members of society they will be de- 
pendent on others for life’s interpre- 
tations. As members of the com- 


munity they will control

The robbers, all. from large cities, 
started out for their work like any 
other gang of safe-blowers, but two 
occurrences frustrated their plans. 
First, a fence rail squeaked. Second, 
a woman woke up. , 

Had the womaa not been such a 
light sleeper, one of the most remark- 
able cases in criminal history would 
probably have never happened. And 
Fangipahoa parish would not hold its 
grim record.

This case should go a long way to- 
ward proving the folly of attempting 
a typical big city robbery in a small 
town 

Justice in New York or Chicago 
would have yawned over such a case 
as the killing of Dallas Calmes. In 
Tangipahoa they do not have such 
affairs every day. There justice was 
aroused to the heights of rage and 
severity. In New York or Chicago 
the law would probably have been sat- 
isfied with one life. In Tangipahoa 
nothing would appease the appeiite of 
justice but the lives of every man in- 
volved. 

The killing of Calmes was only an 
incident in the vast activities of a gang 
of auto thieves, safe-crackers, stickup 
men and murderers. It is reasonable 
to assume that the men regarded the

pendence rather contemptu- 
ously. They were all from 
large cities and were accus- 
fomed to going about their business 
without attracting very much atten- 
tion.

Weary Captives. 

The first to be caught was Natale 
Deamore, who said he was the pro- 
prietor of an automobile repair shop 
in New Orleans. He was arrested near 
the abandoned car Sunday afternoon. 
Shortly afterward came word that 
Joseph Bocchio had been arrested at 
Ponchatoula, some miles to the east, 


of May 8. 

The Calmes_res- 
taurant adjoined the 
bank, and their home 
was several blocks 
away, but the couple 
had had a long and 
busy Saturday, and 
they were tired. So 
they elected to stay 
there for the night. 

About 2 a. m. Mrs. 
Calmes was awakened 
by the noise of a 
plank being pulled 
from the fence in the 
rear of the restaurant 
vard.

] left it to my readers to determine 
during the week how the Declarer 
should scheme to play this hand and 
I hope that many are to be congratu- 
lated upon having diagnosed it cor- 
rectly. At the same time I want to 
assure those who tried the hand and 
find by today’s article that they did 
not handle it correctly, that their time 
has not been lost. There is nothing a 
player can do, who has not yet reach- 
ed the expert class,.that is more edu- 
cational than to compare his own 
ideas of the management of a hand 
with the correct procedure. To try 
out a hand before reading the ex- 
planation produces much better re- 
sults than merely to read how it 
Should be played. 

In this hand it will be noted that 
the opening lead is a Heart. The size 
of the Heart is not mentioned, be- 
cause Dummy having no winning 


Hearts and Closed Hand having no> 


Hearts at all, it is immaterial to the 
Declarer how the adverse Hearts are 
divided. 

The most natural thing for the De- 
clarer to do, there being nothing .of 
importance to consider in connection 
with the Heart suit, would be to play 
a small Heart from the Dummy and 
to trump the first trick with the small 
trump in the Closed Hand. That 
would be a fatal play in this hand, but 
it would be made by anyone who did 
not stop and plan-a campaign at the 
Start. The importance of campaign 
planning will be the text of today’s 
article, but before discussing it | will 
describe the play of the above hand. 

With a total of nine trumps in De- 
clarer’s two hands, the adversaries 


have a total of only four; 


Hand shauld fead 


and even 
it these four are all in one adverse 
hand (a most improbable distribu- 
tion), the Declarer could trump the 
first trick with an honor and, with 
four honors remaining, draw all of 
them. But if each adversary has two 
trumps (a more probable distribu- 
tion), the Declarer can ruff with an 
honor, exhaust the adverse trumps in 
two leads, and then have a trump 
entry in the Dummy, as the Six would 
be higher than Closed Hand’s Five. 
Two entries in Dummy, in addition to 
the obvious King of Diamonds, are 
greatly needed by Declarer, because 
he wants to be able to lead Diamonds 
once and Clubs twice from the Dum- 
my. Trumping the first trick with an 
honor may make a trump entry in 
Dummy, and it can dono harm to find 
out whether it will. 

Supposing that the adverse trumps 
all fall in two rounds, the . Closed 
(trick 4) a Dia- 
mond. When a Declarer has in his 
two hands an eight-card suit—four 
cards in each hand—one hand head- 
ed by Ace-Jack and the other by King, 
(or one by Ace and the other by 
King-Jack), the lead being in the 
hand with the two honors, his best 
chance to win every trick in that suit 
is to lead a small card, win with the 
single honor, and finesse the Jack on 
the return. That will capture every 


trick whenever Queen-x or Queen-x-x » 


is on the right of the two honors; it 
is about a fifty. per cent chance. Of 
course the adverse Queen may be 
singly guarded (Queen-x) on the left, 
and the winning play would then be 
to lead the Ace and the King; but 
when the adversaries have five cards 
of a suit, any one of those cards is 
more apt to be one of three than one 
of two, and therefore the chance of 
dropping the adverse Queen by the 
hammer and tongs Ace-first-King-next 
method, is not nearly an even one, 
and the finesse of the Jack is much 
more apt to succeed. Supposing this 
clarer’s next play would be to lead the 
Ace of @Diamonds and drop. the 
Queen; it being sure that the Queen 
finesse succeeds on trick 5, De- 
will drop if both adversaries follow 
to the second round of Diamonds. He 
will then have one Diamond in each 


hand but, unless he had planned, the 


higher of the two would probably be 
in the Closed Hand and he wants the 
lead in Dummy. If he had planned 
and appreciated the need of Dummy 
entries, he would have led the Eight 


(not the Deuce) of Diamonds to the 
fourth trick, so that on trick 7 he 
could put Dummy in by leading the 
Deuce of Diamonds and winning with 
the Five in Dummy. That would make 
possible a lead of Clubs from Dummy 
toward the Ace-Queen-Jack in the 
Closed Hand, and if this finesse suc- 
ceeds, the trumping with an honor on 
the first trick would afford the oppor- 
tunity to put Dummy in once more; 
this time by leading -tthe Five of 
trumps and taking in Dummy with 
the Six, and then a second Club 
finesse would be possible. 

In scheming for the play of this 
hand, the Declarer would appreciate 
that the Queen of Diamonds may be 
on the left; but to play for it to be on 
the right gives. the most probable 
chance of catching it. Even if the 
Diamond Queen be where wanted, the 
Club King may not be; but if not 
(unless it be a singleton on the left 
which, with only six Clubs in the com- 
bined hands, would be so improbable 
a Club division as to be unworthy of 
consideration), it cannot be captured. 
Moreover, finesses never succeed un- 
less they are tried. 

Played as above described, with 
the Queen of Diamonds and the King 
of Clubs on the right, a Grand Slam 
would be obtained; and as this plan 
affords the best chance to make all 
the Diamonds and practically the only 
chance to make all the Clubs, it 
Should unquestionably be tried. 

Campaign Planning. 

As soon as the Dummy is spread, 
the expert Declarer takes stock of his 
resoairces and maps out the plan of 
his campaign. He knows that if he 
touch a card in Dummy that card Is 
legally played (Law 31-C) and the 
play cannot be changed. His - first 
thought is how he can best manage 
his twenty-six cards to insure the mak- 
ing of his contract; the next, the mak- 
ing of game if possible: and third, if 
game be assured, the making of a 
slam. He counts his sure tricks and 
then notes how extra tricks may be 
made. Should he play hastily to the 
first trick, he niight touch a card in 
Dummy which he would not have 
played hdd he stopped, looked and 
reasoned. In the majority of hands 
the selection ef the first card to be 
played from Dummy is not important, 
but sometimes it is highly so; and 
when a Declarer carries his haste to 
the point of playing from the Closed 
Hand before he does any planning, 


his chance of serious and irreparable. 


error is vastly increased. For some 
reason many players do not start their 
observation, deduction and planning 
immediately; they wait until a trick or 
two, and then it is apt to be to late. 
Players who cannot resist the tempta- 
tion to play before planning should 
habitually fold their arms when Dum- 
my’s cards appear, and keep them 
folded until the planning is conciuded. 
If the Declarer be masculine, he may 
avoid undue precipitation by putting 
one hand in his pocket and holding 
his cards with the other; but no mat- 
ter what restraining formula he uses, 
he should always plan at the. start. 
A few seconds taken then is apt to 
put him on the right track and save 
minutes of deliberation when it is too 
late. If the contract be No Trump, 
Decilarer should decide which suit or 
suits to try to establish; whether the 
first trick should be won and, if so, in 
which hand; which suit or suits should 
be led from the Dummy toward the 
Closed Hand; and which from the 
Closed Hand toward Dummy. Jf a 
trump declaration is being played, the 
campaign may involve exhausting 
trumps at once, or first giving a ruff 
or ruffs to Dummy. 

The beginner should start by count- 
ing his sure tricks and by planning for 
the first two or three; then gradually 
carrying his plans further. The im- 
portant thing is to deliberate before 
playing a card, and to proceed with 
some fixed object. Once that habit ts 
acquired, plans very quickly become 
more extensive and results mcre sa- 
isfactory. 

Today I submit a complete hand. 
South is the Declarer with Spades the 
trump; West leads the Seven of 
Hearts; and the question is how the 
hand should be played. It is a hand 
which deserves your best thought. The 
answer -will be given next Sunday.

YOUNT.. LASSEN, the = only 

“burning mountain” in the 

United States, is to have a 

Volcanic observatory. The 

_ United States Geological Sur- 

vey has already taken steps to estab- 

lish it, and Professor Thomas A. Jag- 
gar has been appointed its director. 

Mount Lassen is in California, 200 
miles north of San Francisco. Professor 
Jaggar, for a number of years past, 
has been in charge of the observatory 
at the crater of Kilauea, on the island 
of Hawaii, and is a famous volcanolo- 
gist. 

The government plans the establish- 
ment very soon of a third volcanic ob- 
servatory on the Alaskan Peninsula, 
where many mountains continually 
vomit subterianean fires; and thus will 
be formed a triangle of such stations 
for the study of eruptive phenomena. 

Lassen Peak, (as it is otherwise call- 
ed) is a big mountain, its summit nearly 
two miles above sea level. Ordinarily 
its eruptive activity is mild, amounting 
to nothing more than the discharge of 
clouds of vapor, with occa- 
sional rumblings. 

But in 1914 it. broke 
loose; molten lava rose in 
the crater, overflowing the 
tim; huge “volcanic 
bombs” (masses of rock) 
were thrown out to dis- 
tances of half a mile or 
more; ashes drifted as far 
as twenty miles, and super- 
heated vapors destroyed 
part of a forest together 
with a number of human 
habitations. 

It was the first volcanic 
eruption within the borders 
of the United States for 
nearly a century, and natur- 
ally excited a great deal of 
attention. The outbursts 
continued more or less in- 
termittently for two years, 
with much throwing of mud 
out of the crater, clouds of 
sulphurous steam and inci- 
dental local earthquakes. 

Then they died down, to 
be renewed with less vio- 
lence in March, 1923. 
In the near neighbor- 
hood of Mount Lassen are 
lakes of boiling mud. Ten 
miles to the northeast is a 
lesser volcano called the Cinder Cone, 


which resembles an enormous ashpile 
and which, according to traditions of 


the Indians of that region, marks the 
site of a tremendous eruption that oc- 
curred 206 years or more ago, when 
smoke and cinders were belched forth 
jn such quantities as to darken the 
sky. -Apparently it was a series of 
eruptions, one of which dammed a 
sfream that ran through a narrow val- 
ley, thereby creating a lake in which 
the standing stumps of drowned trees 
may still be seen. | 


Mount Lassen stands on an edge of 
one of the greatest ancient lava flows 
in the world which, thousands of feet 
thick in places, covered large parts of 
northern California, Oregon, Washing- 
fon and Idaho. On another edge of the 
same flow is the Yellowstone Park, 
where there are still plentiful manifes- 
tations of volcanic activity in the 
shape of geysers, boiling springs, etc. 

_ On the same flow, which presumably 
was a relatively quiet emission of vast 


quantities of molten rock from. the 
earth’s bowels, are the huge volcanic 
cones, Mount Ranier, Mount Hood and 
Mount Shasta. Shasta and Ranier still 
emit sulphurous vapors and jets of 
steam, giving evidence that their in- 
teriors are hot, and that they are rather 
dormant than extinct. About the 
crater of the latter the ice melts so as 
to form large caverns in which climb- 
ers sometimes seek shelter. 

In former times, 100,000 years of 
more ago, all the Pacific coast from 
Lower California to Alaska was ablaze 
with volcanic fires. That they have not 
entirely died out is manifest, and there 


only active volcano 

in the United. States, 

whose behavior from 

day to day is to be watched 

and recorded by scientists 

under the direction of Professor Jag- 
gar, the famous volcanologist. 


‘is no certainty that they may not break 


forth again in spots. Mount Baker and 
Mount St. Helens, in Washington, were 
in violent eruption in 1841 to 1843. 
At Mount Lassen, it will be the busi- 
ness of Professor Jaggar and his assist- 
ants to make careful observation of all 
kinds of volcanic phenomena. They 
will watch the doings in the crater, 
analyze the lava and vapors and 
measure temperatures. The observa- 
tory will be equipped with instruments 
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ot utmost delicacy for recording the 
tremors and tiltings of the ground that 
always occur in connection with vol- 
canic. disturbances. 


When the contemplated observatory 
on the Alaskan Peninsula is in opera- 
tion it will be practicable to correlate 
its records with those of Mount Lassen 
and Kilauea. @By that means data of 
much scientific value may be obtained. 
For one thing, it would be interesting 
to know whether there exists any 
“sympathy” of volcanic activity ‘over 
the vast area covered by the triangle. 


A glance at the map will show that 
the Alaskan Peninsula is a long tongue 
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of land which, eatending in a westerly 
direction, is continued for a distance of 


500 miles by a string of islands that 
reaches nearly all the way to Asia. The 
peninsula has for its backbone a lofty 
mountain range which, at its tip, drops, 
so to speax, into the sea, 
only its higher peaks ris- 
ing out of the ocean to 
form the island in ques- 
tion. 

Those peaks, calied the 
Aleutian islands, some of 

which ris? a mile and 
half above sea level,’re 
the tops of mighty vol- 
canoes, and many of them 
are still active. They are 
high points of the same 
ridge that forms the back- 

bone of the Peninsula. 
The latter has a num- 
ber of active volcanoes of 
its own. One of them, 
Mount St. Augustine, at 
Cook’s Iniet, was former- 
ly a perfect cone, but in 
1883 it blew its head off, 
its flames illuminating the 
heavens at night’ for 
months, and now it has 
only a great cavity with 
jagged edges to show 
where its peak was torn 

away. 

From north of Cook’s 
Inlet to the end of the 
Aleutian chain extends for 
1,100 miles a path of fire. 
It is one of the most actiye of the 
world’s volcanic belts, with ‘ixty-one

eruption. Un- 
miak Island, near 
the westernmost 
end of the string, 
alone has ten ac- 
tive craters. In 
the nearby seas a 
new island pops 
up every now 
and then amid a 
tumult of flame 
and smoke. 
One of the 
greatest volcanic 
explosions in his- 
tory occurred 
gune ._6, 1912, 
when Mount 
Katmai, not far 
to the southwest 
of Cook’s Inlet, blew its head off with 
a series of tremendous explosions that 
were heard at Junea, 750 miles distant. 


Darkness black as midnight in the 
daytime enveloped a vast area, lasting 
for sixty hours at Kadiak, 100 miles 
away. Ashes fell to a depth of four 
and a half feet at distances of fifteen 
miles, and in the Puget Sound region, 
1,500 miles away, clothes hung out to 
dry were destroyed by acid fumes. 


All vegetation over an immense ex- 
tent of territory was wiped out, and 
bears, caribou, rabbits and other ani- 
mals went blind. So much of the sun’s 
heat was shut off by ash clouds floating 
in the upper atmosphere that two very 
cold years all over the world foliowed. 

Exploring the mountainous divide 
along the Alaskan Peninsula, in 


August, 1922, men of the Geological 
Survey came unexpectedly upon a giant 
crater, previously unknown, 150 miles 
southwest of Katmai. It was evidently 
another mountain which at some time 
in the past had blown its head off. But 
the crater of Katmai today measures 
only about three miles across, whereas 


this one is six and three-quarter miles 


in diameter. It is by far the largest 
“‘explosive”’’ crater in the world. 

It is a walled plain nearly nineteen 
miles in circumference and its floor,

thirty square miles in area, is enclosed 
by almost vertical cliffs that rise to a 
height of 3,000 feet. In shape it ts 
nearly circular and two square miles 
of the floor are covered by a lake, 
which proves to be the heretofore un- 
known source of the Aniakchak river 
flowing into the Pacific, the largest 
stream on the peninsula. Rising within 
the crater, it breaks through a narrow 
gash in the rim. : 

But the most remarkable thing about 
this crater is its resemblance to craters 
on the moon. The typical lunar crater 


is exactly similar, a walled plain sur-

usually at or near its center one or 
more cone-shaped hills rise to a great 
height. These latter are supposed to 
be cinder cones formed by minor and 
relatively late eruptions. ~ 

Most interesting, therefore, is the 
fact that the crater of Aniakchak has 
just such a cone, an ash pile, 2,200 
feet high, on its floor, whereby its like- 
ness to a moon crater is made so per- 
fect as to help importantly to strength- 
en the theory that the so-called craters 
on.the earth’s satellite really are of vol- 
Canic origin. 

There are a good many things about 
volcanoes which science is anxious to 
find out. One of the problems that 
Professor Jaggar has been trying to 
solve at Kilauea during recent years has 
to d@ with the ‘‘tides’” of lava in that 
crater. 

The latter is in effect a gigantic pot, 
1,500 feet in diameter, containing’ a 
lake of liquid lava which continually 
boils and bubbles, sending up fountains 
of flame. But the contents of the pot 
rise and fall at intervals, heing some- 
times hundreds of feet higher than at 
Others. They are highest in iate June 
and late December (the solstices), and 
lowest at the equinoxes; also they 
show fluctuations corresponding to the 
lunar months. 

Kilauea is not the main volcano on 
the island of Hawaii, but is of surpass- 
ing interest because of the spectacular 
phenomena which it continually ex- 
hibits. It is really only a minor vent 
on the slope of the great dome-shaped 
mountain called Mauna Loa. When 
Loa breaks loose, as happens about 
once in every decade, ts lavas are not

The bubbling pot of Kilauea is on 
the slope of Mauna Loa, twenty miles 
from the summit of the latter (which 
is the largest volcanic mountain in the 
world) and nearly two miles lower 
down. When Loa-goes on tke ram- 
page, Kilauea, as might be expected, 
shows sympathy by increased activity, 
but their outbursts are not usubily cO- 
incident. = 

The location of the contemplated 
observatory on the Alaskan Peninsula 
has not yet been determined. Its work 
will be done in cooperation with the 
stations at Kilauea and Mount Lassen, 
under the direction of the United States 
Geological Survey. The latter has re- 
cently taken over from the weather 
bureau the government’s studies of 
volcanic and earthquake phenomena, 
and the two branches of investigation 
will -be carried on together. 

It is believed that in time, with the 
acquisilion of greater knowlcdge, it 
wil be possible with reasonable ac- 
curacy to predict earthquakes and vol- 
canic outbursts. 

Most notable was the case of the 
Sakurajima volcano, in Japan, not very 
long ago, It had shown no symptoms 
of an outbreak for 135 years, and occa- 
sional earthquakes were regarced with 
indifference by the inhabitants of the 
nearby city of Kagoshima. But vol- 
canologists gave warning of coming 
trouble and the Japanese government 
forcibly removed 90,000 peosle to a 
place of safety. 

That was in 1914. Soon aiterward 
the mountain broke loose with a deluge 
of lava, but the loss of life was prac- 
tically nil. 

It was in 1902 that Mont Pelee. on

thrown out from the crater at its s\\m- 
mit, but bursts through fissures in its 
sides, forming streams of fire that zig- 
zag in a leisurely way down to the sea. 

That was what happened only a few 
lava, 
starting from an elevation of a mile 
and a half, took four days to reach the 
seashore. There it wiped out several 
villages, burying one of them beneath 
fifty feet of molten rock, and plunging 
into the ocean with a roar likened to 
the exhausts of a thousand - locomo- 
tives and set it literally boiling for miles 
around. Before the flow stopped it 
had converted a large bay into dry 
land.

The tornado causes them to forget 
the nourishing rain, The destructive 
earthquake obliterates all gratitude 
for the abundant food supplies of 
mother earth. 

P. Kropoikin, a Russian writer, has 
written a book, ‘‘Mutual Aid,’”’? which 
demonstrates the extent to which 
Huxley overdrew the conflicts of na- 
ture, when he compared it to a “‘dis- 
mal cockpit.”” Kropotkin describes 
the cooperative and sympathetic side 
of animal life. He tells of the blind 
pelican which he saw coming across 
a plain which was cared for and fed 
by other pelicans; fed with fishes 
which had to be brought for a dis- 
tance of thirty miles. A naturalist in 
Peru saw a herd of vicunas in hot re- 
treat with the stronger males of the 
herd staving behind to protect the 
weaker. 

This author cites the illustration 
from Darwin of how among the Hot- 
tentots when a man gets anything, he 
at once divides it among all present. 
This is. not only Hottenitot manners, 
but it is all but a universal custom 
among the savages the world over. 

Among the civilized nations united 
aid is more and more supplanting con- 
flict and competition as the law of life. 
The law of love as revealed and ex- 
emplified by Jesus Christ is the goal 
toward which our world is surely and 
gradually moving. 

Victory is at last with the gentler 
forces of the world. ‘The meek shall 
inherit the earth.” The lurid scien- 
tists who see only in nature the dom- 
inance of tornados, earthquakes and 
who see only tigers and wolves and 
hyenas and snakes fail to reckon with 
the fact that the gentler creatures are 
winning out. The lambs far outnum- 
her the tigers and wolves. The lions 
are seen for the most part as curiosi- 
ties in circus shows. The sparrows 
are speared by the shrikes, yet the 
sparrows are abundant, while we have 


to consult a dictionary to find out 
what a shrike means, : ' 

3oreham, the essayist writes: ‘The 
contest between the gazelle and the 
hyena seems a most unequal one, yet 
the fact is that while the gazelle ts 
constantly multiplying, zoologists are 
seriously concerned about the tuture 
of the hyena.’”’ 

In the realm of the human, it is the 
peaceful nations which survive, and

parish grand jury and a special term 
of court to try them was called by 
Judge Robert S. Ellis. The trial 
started June 13. 

All the defendants maintained 
their innocence and ail told the same 
story regarding their actions on the 
night of the murder. They insisted 
that they had spent the night at the 
Giamalra place, intending to go to a 
christening the next morning. They 
asserted that Giamalra woke them up 
in the middle of the night, told them 
there had been some shooting in In- 
dependence, and ordered them to 
leave his home. 

Try to Shift Blame. 

While none directly testified to 
that effect, their testimony tended to 
convey the impression that Giamalra, 
Leotto, and two other men had taken 
the car and committed the murder. 

Not a very substantial defense, was 

it? But it was the best they could 
do under the circumstances. 
, To say that the trial was a real 
event in Tangipahoa would be putting 
it mildly. The citizens felt that the 
law had all the evidence in the world 
against the six prisoners and they 
were confident of victory. They re- 
called the famous murder of Police 
Chief David Hennessy in New Or- 
leans in 1890 and they resolved that 
they would not bungle their job the 
way New Orleans did. In that case 
eleven men were lynched by citizens 
after a mistrial had been entered by 
the jury. 

After seventeen days—six of which 
wert consumed in getting a jury—the 
@efendants were found guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree and all six were 
sentenced to death. 

The good people of Tangipahoa 


* 


felt very proud of this sweeping iri- 
umph, but presently something hap- 
pened to delay the swift execution of 
the verdict. Judge Ellis had forgot- 
ten to put his charge to the jury in 
writing and as a result ‘of this slip a 
new trial was ordered. The defense 
had asked that he do this and had 
neglected to remind him of tt. 
Ridiculous as it may seem to the lay- 
man, this forced justice to start all 
over again. 

The second trial began May 1, 
1922, and also consumed seventeen 
days. Soldiers patroled the court- 
house grounds, for the good people of 
Tangipahoa had become restless. But 
again the verdict was guilty and again 
the sentence was death. An appeal 
was taken to the supreme court of 
Louisiana, but this time Judge Ellis 
had not forgotten anything and the 
verdict was upheld. 

Money continued to pour into the 
defense fund. The staff of defense 
lawyers were able to make every pos- 
sible effort to save the condemned 
men. But court ater court 
them down and upheld the 
judgment of the people. 

The next act in the drama came a 
few days after Governor Parker had 
signed the death warrants. Roy 
Leona made.a confession in which 
he declared he alone fired the two 
shots which killed Calmes. He had 
confessed to a Catholic priest, it was 
said, and the priest had told him he 
could not give absolution unless the 
prisoner confessed publicly. 

He was asked why he had not told 
this before. He said he had been 
afraid he might be lynched.: “But 
now—it is too late,” he added. ‘‘l 
would like to save the others.”

For the defénse this was the trump 
card. Now, they were confident, jus- 
tice would relent. Application was 
made to the state board of pardons 
for commutation of sentenc to life 
imprisonment for all except Leona. 
Attorney General Coco voted to com- 
mute the sentences of all except 
Leona and Rini (who Leona said had 
been with him in the restaurant yard) 
bul Lieut. Gov. Johnson and Judge 
Ellis turned thumbs down on any 
change in the sentence. An appeal 
to Governor Parker was as fruitless. 

To say that the hanging was also 
something of an event in Tangipahoa 
would be another exceedingly mild 
statement. 

There had been threats and offers 
of huge sums to let the men go free. 
Sheriff Bowden had shipped the six 
prisoners to New Orleans to protect 
them from the vengeance of night- 
riders. As the time drew near for the 


‘grand climax, the six condemned men 


presented a picture of wrecked and 
shattered nerves. 

Deamore was ‘the first to break. A 
week or so before the scheduled exe- 
cutions he set fire to a pile of papers 
in his cell and began smashing stools 
and benches furiously. He cried that 
the world was on fire and that he was 
being consumed. His ravings went 
on intermittently until his voice was 
choked in the grip of the noose. 

Another Phase. 

Leona showed another phase of this 
sort of emotional insanity. He took 
to pacing his cell ceaselessly, moan- 
ing: “fl am dead. They cannot hang 
me. 1am dead.’”’ He showed Cap- 
tain Rennyson, warden of Orleans 
parish prison, a spool carefully whit- 
tled into the shape of a bullet and said 


this was the bullet that had killed 
him. The warden was alarmed at 
this evidence of a knife in the cell, 
but could not locate it. 

Sheriff Bowden had accepted the 
governor’s tender of troops. They 
accompanied the prisoners on the 
sixty-five-mile journey to Amite the 
morning of May 9, 1924, and then re- 
mained on guard around the jail to 
guard against. any possible attack by 
friends of the condemned men. Be- 
fore the party started out Leona slash- 
ed at his breast with a long knife, but 
he was subdued by the warden before 
he could accomplish his purpose. The 
knife had been concealed under a 
drain pipe in the cell. 

Scene of Hanging. 


From the depot the prisoners walke 
ed through walls of people to the jail. 
The whole countryside had turned 
out. The soldiers walked among the 
citizens, but there was no hint of mob 
violence. The people of Tangipahoa 
were sure justice would not fail. 

The Amite prison is like any other 
small town county jail. It stands in 
a great square about fifty feet from 
the courthouse. It has no yard and 
it was necessary to build a large 
palisade, forming two sides of an in- 
closure. The prison walls completed 
the inclosure. 

The scaffold, specially erected, 
covered nearly all the area. In a 
tower of the jail near by was the 
permanent gallows, which had been 
used but once, fifteen years before. 

The executions, two at a time, be- 
gan one minute after noon. It had 
been planned to hang them in alpha- 
betical order, but Bocchio collapsed

N the wall in the Santa Mafia 
Novella at Florence, Italy, 
opposite where appears 
scenes from the life of John 
the Baptist, Ghirlandato por- 
trayed the life of the Virgin. 

One of the pictures in this group, en- 
titled “Meeting of Mary and Eliza- 
beth,’’ is the ofher Ghirlandajo paint- 
ing included among the fifty-two 
greatest masterpieces. 


One need not be told this is a sa- 
cred subject. The artist, conscious of 
the thought, breathed the incense of 
religion into it. On the left is Mary, 
Mother of Christ, holding the hands of 
Elizabeth, mother of John the Bap- 


tist, while behind each follow. their 
Several attendants. A church steeple 
and two belfries rise high above the 
garden wall, while the dim outline of 
mountains loom in the distant back- 
ground. 

The strain of responsibility leaves 
its tell-tale marks on the features of 
the countenance. There is a pitying 
look of sadness on the faces of both 
Mary and Elizabeth. To become a 
mother is to suffer pain—the throes 
of childbirth is the severest test of 
motherhood strength. One was told 
her child was to be the ‘‘Redeemer of 
the World,” while the other was told 
her child was to “prepare the way” 
for the Redeemer. 

Ghirlandajo was essentially a 
painter of feminine grace and charm. 
This painting, after more than four 
hundred years, has lost some of its 
once splendid freshness, but enough 
remains to reveal its deep beauty. It 


was while engaged in completing this 


work that he looked down from his 
scaffold one day to discover a slender 
youth of fourteen gazing intently up 
at him. 


“] wish,’? stammered the _ bashful 
boy, “to become a great painter Itke 
you. Will you teach me?” After 
looking the boy over, Ghirlandajo re- 
plied, ‘““Your slender arms are too 
weak to wield a brush.” The lad 
parried the thrust with a look of de- 
termination. Behold the paradox! 
The boy was Michelangelo, who a few 
years more, because of. his great nat- 
ural ability, was to create an age that 
forever will be known as the “age of 
Michelangelo.” 


Ghirlandajo accepted the responsi- 
bility of instructing the boy and thus 
became the first teacher of Michcél- 
angelo. In the years and centuries 
that have elapsed since that day, a few 
biographers have meekly contended 
that his chief claim to fame lies in 
the fact that he was Michelangelo’s 
teacher. Base, indeed, is the intima- 
tion, and the vote of the art direc- 
tors in placing two Ghirlandajo pic- 
tures among the fifty-two greatest 


paintings is established proof of his 
place in the field of art. 


During the period of his greatest 
reputation the earth was thought to 
be ‘‘flat,”” and the idea of a great 
land lying across the treacherous At- 
lantic was never entertained. The 
Vespucci family of Florence, favored 
Ghirlandajo with many commissions, 
and one day he painted a_ portrait of 


the son, Amerigo, who in after years, ~ 


following the wake of Columbus’ suc- 
cess, sailed across and landed on the 
mainland of North America. Aud the 
western hemisphere was named in 
honor of hin. 

‘Michelangelo never married, but 
Ghirlandajo kept the law of average 
from contradicting itself by marrying 
twice, His first wife, Corstanza, 
died in 1485, the year before he be- 
gan the Santa Maria Norvella work,

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Monuments _ Phoenician Graves 


By Hendrik Van Loon | 
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Color Instructions 


Against the yellow sky of this parched land 
stand the three great pieces of rock. 


The sea is a light blue, bordering upon 
green, and the foreground is a light gray mixed 
with some sparse vegetation and covered with 
slabs of bluish gray stone. The mountains be- 
hind the rocks are green and the rocks are gray. 


And because there 4s so little to tell about 
this picture (the foreign symbol of bygone glory 
and present desolation) let me add that there is 
a very simple way to create an impression of 
distance in almost any picture. 


It is this. Make your foreground very dark, 
your distant thorizon very light, and then shade 
down the colors in between until they run from 
dark to light. You cannot do this only when 
you use colors but you can also do it when you 
use ink. Heavy lines then indicate the fore- 
ground and lighter lines indicate the horizon. 


Some black and white artists have gone so 
far as to break the continuity of the lines which 
are supposed to be very far away. 


But that is a trick of the trade which you 
had better not try until you have drawn for an- 
other twenty or thirty years. 
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HE Phoenicians were anothér people 
who belonged to the great Semitic 


stock which thousands of years ago — 


moved into the western part of Asia 

and started that conflict wit hthe 

Germanic tribes of southern Europe 
which did not cease until the days of the 
Crusades, when Mohammedan and Christian 
engaged in mortal combat along the Darda- 
nelles. 

But whereas most of the other Semetic 
tribes were farmers and dwelled behind the 
high walls of some inland city, the Phoeni- 
cians settled.down in two towns on the coast 
of the Mediterranean and took to the sea 
and became the greatest international mer- 
chants of the ancient world. 

Their ships did not restrict their search 
for plunder and gain to the Mediterranean. 
They boldly sailed past the Straits of Gib- 
raltor and visited England and the west 
coast of Africa and upon one memorable 
occasion they even went as far (ard prob- 
ably further) than the Cape of Good Hope. 
And they built themselves colonies in the 
neighborhood of certain villages which aft- 
erwards came fo be known as Marseilles and 
Rome and most important of all they erect- 
ed a fortress on the northern coast of 
Africa which gaified everlasting renown as 
the City of Carthage and which was used 
as one of the most important outposts of 


the warfare between Asia and Europe until | 
the persistent courage of Rome made an 


end to this dangerous center of Phoenician 
influence and destroyed the prosperity of 
this great Semitic rival. 


Unfortunately for themselves (and for 


us) the Phoenicians got into trouble with 
Alexander the Great and Alexander, who 
had made himself the champion of the idea 
of a Greek world empire, could not forget 
that those same Phoenicians, a few cen- 
turies before, had been of great assistance 
to the Persian king, Xerxes, when the latter 
tried to conquer Europe. 

The Phoenicians might have pointed to 
the service which they afterwards had ren- 
dered to the Greeks when they iaught them 
to use the alphabet (our own aiphabet, by 
the way) and made them familiar with the 
rudiments of international commerce. 


But Alexander was not interested in 
such claims of recognition and after a very 
long siege he took the two cities of the 
Phoenicians and completely destroyed 
them. 


He performed his labors so thoroughly 
that today we have practically nothing that 
can be called a Phoenician aniique, Even 
the language of those people is unknown to 
us and we can only judge them by a few 
remnants such as the graves of ‘vhich I show 
you a picture. 


Those graves had been dug in the rock 
and they resemble the graves that were in 
common use all over western Asia, the fa- 
mous sepulchres with which we are familiar 
from the stories in the Bible. , 


They probably buried their dead sur- 
rounded by household utensils and costly 
ornaments. But all-these have long since 
been destroyed and Stolen. 


Some day we may find the burial ground 
of some Phoenician Tutankamen, but I 
doubt it.
